WASHINGTON'S DICTUM 


Most Far-Reaching Proposition 
Country Will Be Called upon 
to Face 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. -—— Organ- 
ized labor came out today with the 
unequivocal formal demand that pri- 
vate capital be released from the il- 
road, 

A tri-party control oomposed of the 
public, the operating management 
and the employees is demanded In- 
stead, Addressed to the United Statés 
public and signed by the engineers, 
the firemen, the conductors and the 
American federation of labor, a tr 
mal atatement waa iasued announcin 
this proposal which will be carrie 
before congress Wednesday. 

“It marks,” says the statement, “the 
step by which organized labor passes 
from demands for wage increases to 
demande that the system of profits 
industry be overhauled,” 

This sentence sums up in a few 
words the proposal of which thera 
have been few hints and indications, 
but which fs now laid before the coun« 
try for the first tima 

Everf}where in official Washington 
it is recognized as the most serious 
and far-reaching roposition the 
country will be called upon to face, 

Remedy for H. 0, L. 

Characterizing the proposal ag “la« 
bor’e bill" it je put forth as a remedy 
for the high cost of living, because 
the railroads are the key industry ot 
the nation, It demands the “genuine 
co-operation and partnership based on 
a real community of interest and par- 
ticipation in control,” of which Presi- 


} dent Wilson spoke to congress, and, 


which, the statement says, hae been 
ignored by labor and the private own- 
ers of the rallroads, “Woe nak,” it 
“that the railroads of the Unit- 
ed States be vested in the public; that 
those actually engaged tn conducting 
that industry, not from Wall atreet 
but from the ratlroad offices and 
yards and out on the ratiroad Iines, 
shall take charge of this service for 
the public.” 

Briefly, labor's demands are: 

“That private capital be eliminated 
from the raflroads. 

“That the private tri-party control, 
heretofore referred to, be established 
in corporations which shall lease the 
roads and in which the public, the 
operating managements and labor 
shall be represented equally. 

“That the public, the operators, and 
the wage-earner share equally all rev- 
enue in excess of guarantee to private 
eapital, by anting to the operators 
and the” eee one-half the sav- 
ings which are expected to be made 
by such a perfected organization, and 
to the public the other half as con- 
eumers, elther by increasing the ser- 
vice without adding costs, or by re- 
ducing costa, 

“Thie role originates with labor 
says the statement, “because labor 
happens to have firm organizations 
through which it may become articu- 
late.” 


KEEP AFTER GOV’T 
ON PROJECTS 
OF IRRIGATION 


Hon. O. R. Mitchell Advises Dele- 


gates at Irrigation Associa- 
tion Convention 


MEDICINE HAT, Aug. 4-—The 
time haa gone by when people need to 
be educated as to the value of irriga- 
tion, declared Hon, C, R. Mitchell, 
provincial treasurer, at the thirteenth 
annual convention of the Western 
Canada Irrigation associattion, which 
opened here this morning. The people 
of southern Alberta now realize the 
absolute necessity of that form of 
farming. 

He would advise delegates and 
members of the association to keep 
after the government and officiala 
concerning irrigation projects. Much 
water flowed through southern Al- 
berta, but with the exception of the 
Canadian Pacific ratlway and Canada 
Land & Irrigation oompany projects, 
little had been done to irrigate the 
land, If the Dominion government 
lad used the amount pald for relief 
to farmers as interest on capital for 
irrigation works this country might 
be blossoming Ike a ross instead of 
having another cry for relief. There 
are, of course, obstacles, but they 
could be overcome. Southern Al- 
berta is a great wheat country and in 
good years showed large production, 
whereas northern Alberta could not 
produce grain in large quantities, 
which was a great argument in favor 
of keeping people on the land in the 


seuth Inetead of encouraging them to 


go to the north country, 

Hon. C. R. Mitchell expressed be- 
llef that an important part of future 
work of the association would be con- 
cerning the difficult problem of dis- 
tribution of responetbility among the 
federal and provincial governments 
and irrigation districts would be 
formed, There is need to be much 
machinery which would have to be 
kopt well olled. When the size of that 
part of southern Alberta which can 
be irrigated, and the great financial 
problem involved were considered it 
could be realized what a serious prob- 
lem faced the governement. Stating 
he was only expressing his personal 
views and not speaking for the gov- 
ernment, the speaker said there was 
at Ottawa a government controlling 
great assets of Canada whose financial 
ability of the Alberta government ia 
limited, The provincial government 
had no natural resources it could 
pledge but had only the power of tax- 
ation. He was not “passing the buck” 
but it was obvious the government, 
with the great resources of Canada al 
its back, was better able to assist than 
was the provincial government,

‘GUMPERS Aad 
MORE RIGHTS 
FOR WORKERS 


|Makes Plea at Federation of 
Labor Convention For 
Greater Liberty 


Ameterdam, Aug. 4.—(A.P.)— Sam- 
uel Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
joan Federation of Labor, and head of 
|the American delegation to the Inter- 
| national Tradea Union congress, in ses- 
sion here, pleaded for greater rights 
for labor, 

His address io the congress follow- 
ed the report of a committee which 
jmalt it could not gecept the charter 
|given labor in the peace treaty as a 
}@ull expreesion of the worker's de- 
mands, 

Mr, Gompers declared that he al- 
ways had demanded that labor should 
not be regarded as an article of com- 
merce. He urged, that a seamen» law 
be enacted to permit eailors to leave 
ships when they were safely in har-

‘mperial Preference. 


A London despatch says. the 
Sritish Board of Agriculture has 
lecided to continue to prohibit 
he importation of Canadian 
steers; but not because such cattle 
vould endanger the health of 
3ritish herds but because the im- 
vortation would be felt as a men- 
.ce to the British farmer, and im- 
seril the development of the Brit- 
sh live stock industry. 

In other words, the long-ex- 
jloded tradition that Canadian | 
attle were excluded because dis-| 
vased—or suspected of being dis- | 
ased—is abandoned, and they are | 
o be barred simply as a measure 
f ‘‘protection.’’ However dis- 
\ppointed the Canadian farmer 
nay be that the restriction is not 
‘emoved, he at least has the satis- 
‘action of knowing that a long- 
tanding libel upon the health and 
itness of Canadian cattle is ad- 
nitted to be such, and officially 
vithdrawn. 

The decision to bar Canadian 
‘attle as a measure of protection 
o the British live stock interests 
s a blow to the much-talked-of 
mperial preference policy, and 
vill help check the development 
of favorable sentiment in this 
country. Canadian manufacturers 
vill seize upon the fact that Can- | 
idian cattle are excluded from 
3ritain as an argument that) 
sritish manufactures should be 
‘xeluded from Canada, and will 
vork it for a good deal more than 
t is worth—and as a ‘‘practical’’ | 
jlatform argument it is worth a 
rood deal.

What About Coal? 


There is nothing in the wie. 
ature to suggest the need of lay- 
ing in coal; but there is in the 
almanac. The summer js passing: 
and the coal mines are not work- 
ing. One dealer told the Bulletin 
a few days ago that only five 
mines in the Province are in oper- 
ation. 

The “mines have been tied up 

this summer as long as they were 
a year ago, and seemingly almost 
as completely. But whereas last 
summer officials, press and public 
combined influence and argument 
in the effort to bring about a set- 
tlement and get coal mined, this 
"ummer everyone seems to have 
forgotten that cold weather is 
coming, and that the fuel reserves 
are not being piled up. 

This perhaps is one manifesta- 
tion of the prevailing disposition 
to .‘‘let things slide” and not 
worry, now that the war is ended. 
The coal supply, however, is one 
of the things that canont be let 
“slide” without serious conse- 
quences, We must have coal next 


| winter, even if the war is ended, 
or people will freeze to death;) 


and unless a good share of the 


|winter’s supply is taken out of 


the ground in the summer it can- 
not be got out at all. 

Those are the hard facts which 
have to be faced, and the question 
is whether they are to be faced 
now or in December. Since the 
middle of May, when the fuel 
commissioner issued a statement 
explaining that his order No. 
“(194"’ had been followed by a 
strike, nothing seems to have come 
from that quarter as to the pros- 
pect of the public being able to 
get something to burn when cold 
weather sets in. 

It is high time the mines were 
re-opened.

Not a few people believe that the 
Great War will be the last war. It 
may be the last great war but in the 
view of those best qualified to know 
it wil! not be the last war. The pos- 
sibilities of new wara between indi- 
vidual nations are nearly as great as 
ever, The new national groups which 
have been established in Europe are 
not yet peace-loving nattons Iike the 
British. 

Field Marshal Sir Douglas Hale, 
like Lord Roberts, has no delusions 
about the chances of future wars. 
Speaking the other day in Great Bri- 
tain as one “who had seen enough of 
war,’ he declared that “only by ade- 
quate preparation for war can peace 
in every wev be guaranteed.” He ad- 
vocated a citizen army on the lines of 
the Territorials and adequate military 
training for every able-bodied man 
in the country—this as much for the 
beneficial effect on the national phy- 


sique as for the sake of national pre-| 


paredness,. 

There are certain muddled minds 
which will oppose Sir Douglas Haig's 
Sugrestion with bitterness, even as 
they denounced Lord Roberts’ warn- 
ings. “Prepare for war and war must 
come,” they say. Just as if a quiet, 
peaceable householder, keeping a re- 
volver in his house against possible 
burglars is by the mere possession of 


the weapon turned into a_ brutal 
swashbuckler. Germany might have 
jhad the largest army in the world 


but if her people had been peace-lov- 
ing the events of the last five years 
would never have happened. Great 
|Britain has had the largest navy !n 
the world for a century, but it has not 


launched her upon a career of world-|

MORE PRODUCTION, MORE 
WEALTH.

In this view he has the support of 
British scientists. One of them, 
speaking of the opposition of 
workers to increased production, said 
recently: “Scientists ure ready with 
all kinds of labor-saving machinery 
and devices to help the workers to 
make things more easy and a#o to 
make more of them. But the workers 
|will not see ft. They want. hieher 
wages, but they absolutely refuse to 
want more things to buy with the 
money. Make the workers see that 
increased production means increased 
| wealth and you will set science free 
to serve them.” 

There !s sound sense in this. If 
| more wealth is produced more wealth 
|may be used to satisfy the needs and 
desires of the producer of {t. And such 
use makes work for others, thus re- 
ducing unemployment. 


A WAY TO PREVENT “GRAFT.”

With a board of commerce and with 
the strengthening of the law against 
|combines, something may be done to 
jcurtall the rampant profiteer in this 
|Dominion. The board of commerce 
jhas secured wide powers of investi- 
gation and regulation and the only 
| question is whether the men appoint- 
ed to it will be strong enough to ex- 
ercise these powers vigorously in the 
public Interest. 

Additional legislation, howeve ¢ 
which would supplement the work of 
the board of commerce can be recom- 
| mended This legislation would fol- 
low the lines of the Prevention of 
| Corruption act passed in the United 
|Kinedom thirteen years ago and de- 
signed to prevent the givine and re- 
‘ceiving of secret trade commissions. 
Under the provisions of h'a act the 
|receipt of a commission in the sense 
of a bribe or unlawful payment to an 
/agent or employee as an inducement 
or reward for doing or forbearing to 
| do any act or business, or for showing 
jor forbearing to show favor or dis- 
| favor to any person fn relation to his 
| principal's affairs renders the agent 
or emplovee liable to a maximum 
‘sentence of a year's imprisonment or 
a fine of $2.590 or both. Similarly 
the person who offers a bribe is also 
| Mable. 
|, In Australia anti-eraft legislation 
has been in existence for numbers of 
|years and both there and !n Great 
Britain an {mportant improvement in 
| business ethics has followed. In Vic- 
|torla and Weetern Australia gifts to 
the wife or children of an agent are 
|Alaallowed under nenalty——the obfect 
being to prevent “graft” being given 
and taken indirectly. 

In Great Britain twenty years ago 
“secret commiasiona’ had reached the 
stare of a nuteance tn business. Great 
firms found that they had to add 
heavily to their prices in order to 
cover the expenditures they were 
compelled to make to igents, With 
one accord they supnorted the sup- 
pression of the practice. 
the law {a atill evaded for !{t fe natur- 
ally difficult of enforcement; but as 
reputable firme at once set their faces 
avainat the practice it is no longer
